But when he came forth, he tound contra- 
ry to his information, above two thouland Horſe, 
foure hundred dragoneers, anda commanded party 
of muſquetiers, ready to charge thoſe few that were 
drawne out: which ſtrucke ſuch a terrour in ſome of 
our newmounted Horſe men, that they faced about 
andrannec away as faſtas they could with ſuch con- 
fuſtion,that notwithſtanding all that their Colonels 
and Captaines could. doe or ſay to ſtop them that 
thus ifordered our foot, and carryed away our men 
in a throng overtheBridge,and thruſt ſome of them 
off from the Bridge ( for the Bridge and Cauley was 
as long as a man might hardly fling a ſtone from end 
to end.) withont any railes or wals on cither fide:

All this while Colonel Txrner,Captaine Norwood, 
Captaine Tompſon,&c. were ſuppoſed to beloſt,and 
indeed were in. much. danger, having not 'above 
twelve or fifteene-men,yet bravely made charge up- 
on three Colours of the Enemy, and forced them 
out of the marker place : Colonel Harvycame up 
and clearcd the Towne of them, with about forty 
or fifty Horſe with him: yet the Enemy forced them 


-all backe againe out of the Towne, and drave them 


all over the Bridge againe, and began todrawupin 
in the meadow on'this {ide the Bridge, where Colo- 
nel Turnerand ſome few of our men were mixed a-

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Firff, T preſume it wil be granted on all parts, that the Ro” 
man Strumpet 1s very induſtrious to corrupt the Farth with her 
FornicCat1o!

And this 1s the ſecond ſtep which I think there wil ce no con- 
tel:ing tor, that the Romith Agents have bin very earneſt and in- 
duſtrious i 11 reconciling this land with the adjacent to theirRe- 
11710n ;/ it Leng a ſervice which the Po; pe himſelf dildained not 
to ſtoope to, in that Letter (yet uncontr adi Red ) which he writ 
to the Prince in Spain,now extant 1a the Englith tongue ; where 
he deires that the Prince of Walcs might th Se brought Facke a- 
caine into the lap of the Romith Church, and the Prinee of the 
Apeſiles put into poſſeflion of this moſt noble Iſle. Which de- 
ſires of the Pope have beene ſeconded with continuall ende- 
vours of {w armes of Jeſuites and Priefts reſident amongſt 
US. 

It being then granted, that ever ſince the Reformation there 
hath beene ſuch a deiigne, it remaines to ſhew how it hath been 
proſecuted, and how farre it hath prevailed, where the Impedi- 
ment now 1s, What labour there 15 to remove it, that all true

yet a rationall judgement may be paſſed againſt our Adverlſaries 
in this Cauſe. And it hath beene a very unjuſt triumph of the E- 
nemy over the Parliament and their friends in want f evidence, 
when they have (though the nature of the bulineſle , DENT trea- 
ſonable, and therefore clandettinely carried , and bound np by 
vathes of ſecrecie ) beene put to make up the grounds of their 
proceedings from the connexion of feverall particulars and pro- 
Pavilities, which are enough for a Stateſeman , tough not a 
Judge. And the diligent o-lerver may tare noticeſhow theſe 
teares and jealoulics , pretended to be groundlefle, have beene 
Juilified by after proceedings, as the ute made of AL m- aſide hath 
vindicated the tecuring Hal. The Ship trom Denmarke hath 
Jultifie4 their ſuſpition, grounded (as it 1s aid) upon the {lighted 
tcitimony of the Skh:pper at Roterdani.The Lord Dighies endea- 
vours, and the ref1dence there of King and (orbran, the Propo- 
firioas tothe Scots at Newcaltle (hereafter to be mentioned )tor 

the joyning of the Scottith and Englith Armics againlt the | at- 
liament , have juſtified all the ſuſpitions and accuſations , then 
pretended and proteſted to be unjult and groundleſſg. In ſuch 
times and caſes as theſe,fcares and jealoultes are pardonable,and 
diitrult, eſpecially atter evident breaches of truſt, is the mother 
of ſecurity. It is a very unequall thing chat the King with his 

Cavaliers ſhould renounce the Parliaient,deftroy his good Su:- 
Jes, upon the jealowſe that Parliaments and Puritans| are Ene- 
miesto his Prerogative and Power (which can never he proved 
if Jultice be made the Rule of Vower) and we railcd on for de- 
fending our ſelves azainſt the confederacie of Papilts, |Prelates, 
Court Vara{lites, and their Adherents , whoſe endeavours of 11- 

troducing Popery and Tyranny, arc farre beyond jealouſie, as is 

now to te demonttrated. 

1 will not retire {o farre backe (having ſo mach worke before 
me) as to in{ilt upon the manifeſt and manifold attempts upon 
this Kingdome 11 the dayes of Queene E/:zzaberh, whom when 
they had diſcerned to have ſettled her Intereſts for the Prote- 
liants againſt Sparze and Rome, and eſtablithed her Councell

her to diſ-favour Puritaves, yet they could not petfiwade her to 
favour the P apiſts, but ſhe (t3}] Kept a ftriRt and vigilant eye over 
them, as berng rightly informe 1, that they , 8nd not the other, 
were the greateſt Enemies to Royall Power. When they ſaw 
this, the ufuall arts of Rome againſt dif-afteted Princes are put 
in pratice, viz. Bulls, Interditts, Poyſonings, Afſaſinations, 
which God wondertully preferved that keroicke 1 adie from ; 
the Spaniſh Armado, the Revellion in Ireland , may be further 
Teltimonies of their zea'e in this buſineffe. To the eunmeration 
of theſe, let us onely adde thanktulnefte and caution , and pro- 
ceed to their after Machinations, the bitter finits of which the 
Proteſtant Churches yet tecie. 

King fares, before he came tothe Crowne of Fng!and, hal 
a h-art too large for his Poiminion,, and therefore extended his 
ate tovate thouhts to the Kingdowes of England and ireland, 
which he longed fo: a peaceale poſſcition of. 

Toe laQtors of Rome having itudied his intereſt and nature, 
according to their wonted conhdence attempt him :; as for his 
Underſtanging to well viforwed inthe Forgeries and Fx/fbreods 
of the Romuh Relizion, it was not to be ventured 0,0 { there- 
tore they proportion their workings to-kis Paſſtons,which were, 
de'ire of the acceiFon of power, mixt with a more then ordiina- 
ry teare (1m which he was natwatly unhappy) - leſt he thowld be 
wertnpted, if not diſappointed m the entrance : And 1m this 
Contito-tamne from him ſome mtimacions, if not aikrances,of 
favour tothe Catholique Cauſe , with which they were for the 
pretent {atished. 

The King upon hisentrance and ſettlement in England , ſaw 
cattle rather to diſpence with his promiles then his principles ; 
whereupon the !opilh F ation grew difcontented agaiiit him) 
and a fruit of that difeomtent was the Romiſh Hells/b Powder- 
tot, never tobe mentioned by any good Proteltan Fat with 
due gratitude to Almighty od, and jult deteſtation of rhe Ro- 
mil! ReÞgione : 

This Treaſon wrouzht not kintely with his Vajelly : for 
whercas-he might have ina ie the Plora oround of daftimce, aink 
the Filivelance- a gromd of conhdence ;- the _— of rhe 
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buſineſſe wrough ſuch impreſſion of drea{npon histimorous ſpi- 
rit,that though he was not blown up, yet he was thaken by it all 
his life after, & drawn ſucceſſively to a Compliance with,at leaſt 
a ( onriivence at their proceedings. And notwithſtanding the 
free exerciſe of his wit and pen againit Popery ,| which they 
could wel allow him,they conſtrained him to purchaſe his own 


{ecurity ( contrary to the Interelts of Proteltant Religion , and 


Paternall afeRion ) with the ruine of the neighogur Churches 
of Bohemia and the Palatinate. 

\We ſhould not have looked upon the day of our brethren : to 
that we may reduce the many impediments that have fallen in 
betwixt us an the help of our friends, and that poſture wherein 
God himicltfitands towards us,zven 45 4 man aſt onifſied, a migh- 
ty man that canuct ſave, fcr.14g. Though we have this hope 
Ictt, that God will recompence that miſchicte , not upon the 
Nation , the body whereot had a juit tellow-fceling with the 
diltrefl.s of their neighoours, but upon that accurked Faction 
whote pernicious Councels yct rule among us. 

This was the molt conſiderable Progretle made mh h's time, 
though the preparatory workings for a fitter opportunity were 
not omittted,as the cherithing in him a dil-afteQion to Paritans, 
an inclination to Biſhops, procuring countenance to Profanc- 
neſſe, both by practice, and Declatation to the remote Countics 
tor licentious Sabbath-vreaking, and ſettling about him perſons 
regardletle of the good of Church or Commonwealth. To 
which may be added the untimely death of Prince Henry,when 
It was once obſerved that he grew popular, inclined to martiall 
aftaires, and diſ-afteted to Spanith Proceedings. As alſo the 
Propoſitions of the Treaty of marriage with Spaine offered from 
England, revited at Rome, and then by the Negotiation of Þri- 

ſftoll agreed to (though after broken ) with ſo many advantages 
to the ſpreading of Popery 1n England, as might diſcoyer the de- 
l1gne to have bezne contideravly advanced in King |/ames his 
time. 

_ Tihall ſhut up the diſcourſe of his Reigne with this oSſerva- 
t:on of the providence of God ; That thoſe Princes who have 
truſted God with their lives and K:ngdomes,and kept $parr and 
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(7) 
Rome at diſtance and defiance , have ſped better then they whe 
to their dilhonoured felyes have ſacrificed the welfare of the 
Church of God, as,by comparing the Hiſtory of Queene F1iz.4- 
beth with thoſe of Henry the fourth of France and King am-s, 
may appeare ; who trulting to their owne politick Conſervati- 
ons, the thing that they teared cameupon them. For fo it was, 
that when by the journey into Spaine , fairer hopes were con- 
ccived of the Prince, as by his intercourſe with the Pope, ard 
the preſumptions of the Jeſuit ( which you ſhall finde in the 
Jreatife of the Engliſh Vope, not unworthy an Engliſlimans di- 
ligent obfervation) moſt fully appeares, King James came to be 
looked npon as 9994x107, and mult be taken out of the way,that 
the V.yitery might worke the more efteually , and fo died hee 
both a Friend and Martyr of the Catholique Canfe. Though it 
was dou-ted and feared there were leverall ingredients into his 
death, the world talkes of a drinke and a plailter,the Cup might 
be mingled for Romcs fake , and ſome other hands acceſflary to 
ſpreading the plailter ; if fo, let them ſhare the guilt , 1leave 
themto him whoſe eyes are upon all the wayes of men to ren- 
der them according to their wayes, and the fruit of their doing- 
It is faid the Archbiſhop of York, it he have not too muCh or too 
litle Grace, can tell you more of this buſineſle, 

Let our trembling pen paſle on to his now Majelties Reigne : 
and now douvtleflefome Apologie is expected, but 1 hope to 
lay nothing that needs it; 1 ſhall endeavour to avoid known falſ- 
hoods, or unſeaſonable truths. 

An earnelt atfeRtion to. the Preſervation and Reformation of 
the Church of God hath put me upon this diſquiſition , and the 
dc(ire of preſerving good men from a ſnare , which ſhall be in 
vaine ſpread in the ſight of any bird, hath prevailed with mefor 
the diſcovery of my thoughts : It is in ſervice to that Caule, 
which 1 delire not to overlive the weltare of. And therefore 
without any more complement , let us begin to ſearch outthe 
Platformes , Groundworkes , Materialls , Inſtruments of this 
creat ſervice, for recovery of Brittaine to Babylon. = 

In the beginning of his now Majclties reigne , they having 
in Spaine and otherwiſe obtained teſtimonies of his difpeſition,a

ffrange wife is prepared for him, which, according to Scripture 
truth, is a dangerous preparative for a ſtrange god : Surely they 
will turne aWvay your heart after their $oets I Kings I 1.2, 

Upon this marriage is the Court (ſuthcicntly Jooſe,and luxy- 
rious enough at all times ) diffolved into Riots and Vaſquings, 
and in the mjaſt of that noiſe were our Connſqlls and Enter- 
prizes molt perfidioully miſ-}aid and betrayed, as thote of Ree 
and Cates, and eſpecially that of Rechel}, which, as it no ilighter 
a Complement could be thought of for the fairy I a ly received 
from France, muſt by Enzlith hands and Popiſh Counc-1ls be 
betrayed in its Religion and Liberty. Thus 15 our guilt jin- 
creaſed , and our itrength diminiſhed. And leſt the Remainder 
of it ſhould be imployed according to the Interelis of our Reli- 
£10n and Nation, a peace with Sparne is concluiel, the Palari- 
ate \ct to that which leaves it yet mileravle , aud 1s haltening 
us after it, a Courſe of treating with them,who carry d:/frattion 
and miſery in their pathes, but the way of peacethey have not 
khaowne. Thele things have becne long knowne, but little conf:- 
dered ; and it flands well enough with my intent and purpoſe 
to repeat things mentioned by*others, becauſe I aime at ſhewing 
the dependance of the Jctuiticall proceedings one upon an- 
other, and all upon the maine end of ſubverting Religion and 
Liverty. 

After theſe parts ſo well plaid avroad,let us conſider how the 
defigne was carried on among our ſelves, from the fourth yeare 
of his Majeſties reigne. And here, as'good workmen uſe to doe, 
they fotecalt the manner , and provide the Inttruments of their 
worke. It mult be done either oy force, or fraud ; the firſt js dif- 
a»proved, prooavly upon theſe reaſons : 

1 The King could not be ſuppoled to yeeld to an invaſion of 
his owne Kingdome, and it was pitie to betray ſþ hopetull a 
Prince. 

2 It was more fwil of hazzard, as ſubjec to the Accidents of 
watre ; asalſo, that a violent attempt would probably joyne 
the Proteſtunr and Prritane againlt the Papiſt, whereas a trati- 
dulent gracuall proceeding might poſſibly unite the Papift and 
indifferent Proteſtant azaunlt the Paritane, whic they have 
no\w

now accompliſhed. The latter way is reſolved upon,and Inſtry- 
ments accordingly fitted, which are certaivly the moſt confide- 
rable requitites in any worke. 

And becauſe it was of very great concernment, that the 
King ſhould be >rought to favour and further theſe Popith pro- 
ceediars ard prepaiations, he mult be ingaged either upon reli- 
cions or POLKICH coniiverations to promote this Reconciliation 
with Kome. 

Not to diſpute hony farre he was prevailed with in matters of 
Religion, if not for a1 a>ſolute-alteration, yet an Accommoda- 
tion ; or whether the ultimate End and full Deſigne were diſco- 
vered to him, or rather he made to proſecute it under another 
Notion: This is certain,that he manifelily favoured thoſeCourlſes 
that made way tor Popery & Tyranny, and it 15 to be conceived, 
rather with re{pe&t to power and protit ( which were alwayes 
o>terved to be his Vajelties well contiltent Intereſts)then to the 
Popiſh or any other Religion,which is evidenced by that paſſage 
that f:11 from his Majelty , o>ferved by the Yererian that wrote 
the Narrative, called the Popes Nuntio., /c. That his Majeſtie 
could at that time reconcile himſclfe to Rome With much advan- 
tage. And when it was diſcerned that the Interelt of a>folute 
Rule, with its advantages, was fo firmely ſettled in his Majelty, 
and that hee was ſubject to be violent in the proſecution of it, 
and not likely toſtumble at ſmall blockes , which they might 
well ghefle by the diſflolution of Parliaments, billetting Souldi- 

ers, the deſigne of the Germane horſe, &c. they cherith him in 
it, and ſet France with its broken Par/saments and full power 
as an Object of Emulation before him , as finding the Intereſts 
of Popery and Tyranny very well to agree. 

Now therefore is his Majeſty perſwaded that his Crowne and 
and the Popes Chaire have common Friends , and conunon E- 
Nemies. 

Parliaments and Paritanes are their Enemies, Prelacie and 
Prophaneneſſe their Friends. 

Let us ſee how things were carried with reſpe&t to them 
all, 

Firſt for Parliaments, which the Popiſh Partie knew 
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to be very good advantages in their conſtitution, tothe'preſerys- 


$07 and retormation of the Proteſtant Religion ; they repreſent 
them to his Majelty as moſt difadvantageous to His defired pow- 


er and profit. They were onely times of recompence for wrong, 
of petitions for right, Controllers of Prerogative , Aſſertors of 
popular Liverty, and therefore are they diffolved, diſgraced by 
{candalons Declarations,publikely aſperſed both|trom the Preſie 
and Pulpit, as by Doftor eA1- blaſter, Beale, ManWaring and o- 
thers of thatilamp.And that there might be no occaſion of draw- 
ing fupplics of noney that way , which had fo jnany other In- 
Convernences attending it, ſeverall exquiſite Engines of iniquity 
and oppreiion were found ont by Weſton, Npy,jand others , as 
Loancs, atents,Ship-money,&c. And thus for twelve yeares,or 
thereaouts, were Parliaments jntermitted, and the hopes,if not 
remem(: ance, of thein almoſt worne out. 

| Then for Pwritanes, men cordially proteſtant|and zealous of 
their owne Religion, which no where but among ns 1s a fault, 
becauic they were tenacions of jult Liberty, and|true Religion, 
how itudiou'y and ſpighttnlly are they diſgraced, as inen of An- 
timonarchicall Principles, fa&tious ſpirits, ranked with fe/wires, 
(who were yet better uſcd) as the incendiacies of Churches and 
States. tor the ſuppreſling theſe inen the authority of the Hig 
Commillton, Star-charaver, Biſhops Courts, and the ordinary 
Courts of Juſtice , through the corruption of Judges and other 
inferior Othcers,made very {erviceable;and that they might have 
no 5 helter nearer then New England, moſt of the faithtull Ni- 
pitters and religious Jultices were tor ſome pretenſe or other diſ- 
counenanced, diſplaced ; and it was growne toſtha: pafle, that 
he that depart:d from evill made himſelfe a prey. tor the 
rooting out of Miniſters ,. whole onely fault was painfaulneſle in 
their places , ſeverall artifices were uſed ; And Lecauſe there 
were a {ort of cointoi mable Puritanes , whom the old Ceremwo- 
mes reached not (wiz were tie tealt tolerable, vecaule the lealt 
liavic) ſeverall Innovations , and that peſtilent Declaration of 
the Savbuth, were untroduced, which to oppole of refule,was to 
be marl.ed out to deſtruKion. . And all this done, that the Factt- 


o, a5 they called it , that fo much hindered thelgood we in 
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kand, this intended reconciliation, might be weakened, and re- 
moved. 

| But were not the Cup in the hand of the Whore very ſtupi- 
fy 11.7, it were impollible to make Princes fo much mittake their 
friends for enemies. The Principles of Poperie are certainely 
mote- propenie to Treaſons end Rebellions then thoſe of the 
Protellant Religion, which alwayes made good S»bjetsthough 
not $/4ves. And befides Reaſon and experience of tormer Prin- 
ces, this preſent Conjuncture of time and aftaires may give te- 
ſ{j10ny therzoft. Suppoſe a Popith Prince that had broken the 
Or:S1nall Contra, bound with Oath, ſfubverted the fundamen- 
tail Con{titutions of government in his Kingdome, imagine by 
Parhaments, and gave evident te{timony of not being tirme to 
the eltavlithed Religion ; can it be conceived that fuch a one 
could enjoy any ſecurity jn the midſt of Romane Catholiques ? 
Yet with us, after maniftld oppoiitions, breaches of priviledpe, 
mtrenchments upon liberty, ſetting up of the Standard , which 
tome would have interpreted a renouncing of the peoptes pro- 
tection, upon which their allegiance depends, caſting oft a Par- 
liament, by fo late an AR made indifloluble, without their oven 
conſent, charging them with actuall rebellion, and diſclatming 
all Acts done by them , or right in them to exerciſe his or their 
owne power. The King hears no other language then Gracious 


_ «Soveraigne, Your ſacred Majeſty , not onely jn formall compel- 


lations, but ſolemne Covenants. Let the world judge whether 
the Challenged Power of the Pope, and the grounds of Popery, 
would not have given the Subjects an atfojution, and efta- 
bluſhed proceedings upon other grounds then the Puritanes of 
England anJ Scotland yet doe. Yet to farre, through the juſt 
judgements of Get, have the intoxications of Rome, backed 
with continuall evill Councels, prevailed with his Majelty , as 
that it may be ſaid juſtly of him as of David, he loves his ene- 
mics, and hates his friends, and preterres them who have playd 
ſome of Adb/aloms tricks with him,to his molt fajthtull ſervants 
and people. It may be his Majcity is led by this Principle , that 
if he prevaile he gaines much, it not, he loſeth nothing, onely is 


where he was : but this may prove a deceitful arguing , it not 
; ; B Z prevented 
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prevented in time. That of the wiſe man may be peculiarly ap- 
pid to thele Connce!ls, fo full of folly and bazzard , The wice 
ec wr k! tha accertf nll oj þ/ - But parcion tius digrellion, it was 
vol} meant, howe ver it nay Fe interpreted. 
to farcd it with the Friends of Popery, the Prelatcs', who 
but *livy 1:96 be the Kinvs Triends, Neale to King|fames, Land 
to K1:1 Coartes, and there they fuLorned a fraudulent Proverb 
t1GYEIIET tre, which was, No Biſhop, no King, nay (in S$y- 
deniuts Rnetoricke | nv Gra, whereas the truth was, No Pre- 
Lite, no Pope. And kere agaie was the King cheated by the 
Biſhops, which will evidently appeare if ever ( which God for- 
bid ) thufe Cockatrice eges be hatched. In the meane tune let 
realon ani former experience be Judges. The pomp and tplen- 
dour of the Church is the Popes proper Intereſt , to which the 
greatneſle of Princes is rather oppoſite then ſubſervignt. Increaſe 
of power was in the Negotiation pretended for the King, inten- 
ded tor the Biſhops, who onely made uſe of the Kings power 
for the advancement of their owne. And though the|King might 
calily judge that no addition of power could be in shem, without 
a Diminutton of his,yet fo farre had this Circean Cup prevailed, 
that Biſhops and their Agents, becaule they ſerved the turne for 
the preſent, and proſtituted their learning, power, and conſcien- 
ces, to the vindication of illegall ations and authority,were en- 
tiulted not onely with Ecelefraſticall , but a very great ſhare in 
C::3/ aftaires, ſoine of them being of the Privie Conncell in 
all the three Kingdomes , and more eſpecially the Archbiſhop 
of Saint Andrewes, ( hancellonur of Scotland , the Archbithop 
of Canterbury , Controller of the Connce! in England , who, 
through the Kings confidence,and his owne _—_— ke dilpo- 
ſition, had an influence upon all buſineſle of contequence that 
wos tranſacted. And as the King preſumed them his tijends, fo 
the Pope knew they were his owne. Their funftion was a de- 
grec nearer in kindred to him then any other government of the 
Church, and the perſons of ſome of them {( as being men addi- 
&ed to Stperſtition and Idolatry ) were more ferviceavle then 
their Othces. 
And jt is worth the oyſervation » What cara did the _ 
\ take

rake to keepe this maine outworke to Popery , in preſſing their 
Calling upon mens Conſctences,which every body,unlefſe ſome 
of their owne Favourites, found ſo offenſive in all other reſpedts. 
And therefore from the Yulpit and Prefſe was the'r 7: diyinum 
pleaded, as by others, ſo by the proltitute pen of Vofor Hal), 
who mult alto contridute his Mite towards this Reconciliation, 
by lis printed Reconcaler , being a pennance enjoyned him for 
witting tomeily Ap peace With Rome. And lelt their Rhetorick 
ſhould faile, they tooke care in their Corclave ( for it was nei- 
ther Synod nor Convocation ) held 1640. for the binding men 
to this voOvernment by an Oath , ſo abſolutely neceflary to. this 
worke was their ſtanding juſtly thought to be. 

L altly, another Introduction. made for the re{ignation of this 
Church and Kingdome into the boſome of Rome, was that /g+ 
nance and profaneaeſje which were generally countenanced 
in the Kingdome., That there was all meanes ufed for the 
growth of theſe Cardinal vertwes js evidently manifeſt. As for 
Ignorance, how [tudiouſly did the Pharifaicall Prelates keepe 
from the people the key of knowledge , by diſgracing and dit- 
countenancing preaching , ſilencing painfull Vinilters, putting 
downe Lectures, and when good men ( willing to take any ad- 
vantageto diſcharge their Conſciences ) in ſtead of preaching 
expounded the common Catechifme, in that they were reſtrain- 
ed by Wrens Articles , and all diſcourſe of Religion forbidden 
upon occaſionall meetings. But 1 am ſure that is no Apoſtolike 
Rule, if Saint Pax! be conſulted,( Col.3.16. ) for the advance- 
ment of the Apoſtolike Sea, as it is called. 

The moſt of the preaching that was allowed, was degene- 
rate into railing againſt Parliaments and Puritans, crying up at- 
{»lute authority, paſſive obedience , ſtraines of wit fitter for a 
*tage then a Pulpit. And that men might not be relieved from 
the Preſſe, where the Pulp: failed,ſome ſuper{titious,prophane 
Chaplaines were ſet to be Overſeers of it,to whom an Egygtian 
Command was given, as to the Midwives there, to kill the 
Vales in the birth ; and not ſatisfied with that, as if one age 
were too narrow Limits for their iniquity to be exerciſed in, Ore 
der was given for the pe-printing bookes formerly gg” 
with 
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with ther Copreisyu f, OC FA Rot Corruptuons, a ording to the 
Tridentine inventio/iu {do k EXprr gator its, 

The like care was caken jn matter of Prophancyeſſe ; which, 
as1f it had not een lutiiciently provided for by Ignorance, the 
naturall mother of it , the Prelates by the exanples of their 
owne families tor the molt part, and the procuring and preſſing 
the booke of licentiouſneſle rpon the Savoath , were diligent 
Nurſes thereof. 

And if it be further enquired how theſe Twinnes became ſer- 
viceable to Popery:, the reſolution 1s very cleerg: Ignorance, 
you know, 15 the mother of Popiſh Devotion, that 1s, Superltt- 
tion, and a ſpeciall qualification of a Diſciple of Rome, where 
blinafold 1s the onely play, a tiicke the Pope borrowes from the 
Divell,the god of rthes world hath blinded their mindes, 2 Cor. 
4.4. And ſo lixewiſe Prophanenette 1s a borderer upon Fopety, 
by the looſe Principles of which it is much countenanced. It xs 
true, fone fins are not ſo good cheap among them as others, but 
all may b- had at a reaſonable rate. And prophane perſons, 
whole remainders of Conſciznce tell them they|mult at lealt 
pretend to ſome Religion or other (unleſle they have arrived at 
the height of Atheiſm ) readily pitch upen that next] hand,which 
would allow moſt Liberty. And our preſent experience £1ves 
teltimony of the ſervice theſe two fruits of the Biſhops Go- 
vernment have done : Prophaneſſe hath made a generall averſc- 
neſle to Reformation, and Ignorance, with the help of that,hath 
turnithed the King with an Army againſt the Parliament, fetcht 
from the barren Mountaines-of Wales, Cornewall , and the 
North, which were kept ſure without the means of knowledge, 
as a ht relerve for ſuch a time as this, I ſpeake of the common 
fort of fouldiers , many of the reſt have too much knowledge, 
and too little Conſcience. 

Thus have we an account of the more remote preparations 
for this great ſervice, which had wrought ſo well , |that it was 
thought teafonable to adventure more boldly upon the bulinefle:

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more backward then England, and ſo ſet his owne and fellowes 
teeth on edge. 

In confidencegherefore that the Scottith Church and Nation 
was ſo well prepared, (as by other endeayonrs,fo by his Sermon 
preached at Edinourgh, when he was there with the King,2vout 
che Partition-Wail , Eph.2 14. which he miſerably handled, 
when he made it tobe the Jeſuites and Pyritans hindering this 


' Reformation, that 1s, Reconcyation with Rome) as to receive 


the Englith Litargie, and that corrupted, or to give good a4van- 
rages to the Dehigne by their refulall. Jt was boldly offered 
them, back'd with the Kings power, proftituted to all ſuch ſer- 
vices, by that Prelaticall Pandar to the Whore of Rome. As al- 
ſo a booke of corrupt Canons, which though they comprehend- 
ed avundant iniquity, yet 1t was thought fit by one Canon, com- 
mended by Koſſe to (, anterbury;that a doore thould be left open 
wide enough tor the Pope himtelfe to enter at a fit opportunity, 
tothis ettect 3 That fince no Reformation in Doltrine or Diſci« 
pline can be made perfett at once , it ſhould be lawfull by his 
Majeſties conſent ,&Cc. which tell in ſo direAMly with Canterba-> 
ries Deligne, that he procured it tobe approved by the King at 
Lreenwich , May 23. 1635. and injoyned it to be inſerted, 
giving thankes to his Agent the >:i/hop of Roſſe, in aletter yet to 
be ſeene, ſaying, hee was glad of the Canon ſo nſefully pla- 
ced behinde the (\urtaine, and commanded it to be fully prut- 
ted. 

But theſe Southeme Plants , being Slips of an Italian Stocke, 
could not endure this Northerne Climate, but were ſorely nipt, 
and (kinc ills lachryme) the Scots inſtead of a Common Prayer 
Booke, joyned in a Covenant ; which when Spor/wood faw, he 
faid (prophetically, 1 hope, as once Cataphas ) the bottome of 
their buſinefle was broken out , and for his part hee thought 1t 
{caſonable to repaire into England, which he forthwith did, and 
with gricte died a Martyr to this Deſigne , and ſo was the noo 
ion of Maſter 1/a1/ſh, a famous Scottiſh Miniſter, fulflle1 upont 
him, who in a Letter to the Biſhop, written 1604. told him he 
Mould die an Out-caft. 


The reſolute rejection of this booke, together ryith the Pre= 
' C 2 lates, 
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Jates, altered the Scene, but no way the Plot of this Tragedy, 
and gave occalion for new Afors to enter 1n a military poſture, 
it being determined by this Romiſh Confederacie , that force 
muſt be added to fraud, the peoules bloud to the Prelates ſwear, 
rather then this bleſſed worke diſ-appulnted. 

When therefore it was reſolved that the many humble Petj- 
tions and Remonſtrances of the Scottiſh Nation ſhould be an- 
{wered in blou1, preparations are accordingly male ; and be- 
cauſe the Biſhops had rendred themſelves fo odious by their Sy- 
perltitious and Lordly carriage , though the quarrel] was theirs, 
the ation mult be entred in the Kings name, the warre 1:.uſt be 
calle | Belinm Regale, and not Epijcopale, and the Scots perſe- 
cuted, not as men diſ-aftected to Epi/copacy , but to Morarchy, 
And thus, by blowing the Trumpet of Lies and Slanders, ſome 
deſperate, ſome deluded perſons were gatherefl together, to 
force the Scottiſh Nation to Canonicall onedience , and a Cor- 
formity to England, now in { onfederacte with Rome, His Ma- 
jeities perſon for the credit of the Cauſe mult de mgaged , who 
comming downe to the Borders, and finding the pcots ſtanding 
upon their defence at Dunce hill , the King having left his tirc- 
brands at home, inſtead of tighting treates and concludes a 1 a- 
Cification at Berwicke ; which when the Conncellours of mit- 
chicte , efpeciaily Canterbury and Straffors, fawf , as they had 
before incenſed his Majeſty-azainit his people,lo nqw(as became 
the Grace of the one,and Lordthip of the other) they make him 
tall out with himſelte, and his owne at, and tactifice his faith 
ana honour to the Quarrell. This poore paper , becaute it cave 
alvantaze toward a peace, fo unfatisfying to them, and unfer- 
vicca>le to their ends, it nwlt receive the meaſure |more due to 
the Incendiarics, be diſ-avowed,. and burnt by the hands of the 
Hangman. 

And this was done upon theſe or the like conſlerations. If 
Scotland ve fo left,it will not onely be hopelcfle in| regard of it 
ſette, and ſo hinder the perteRion of the good worke , but rc- 
maine 3 an 1ll preſident to all good Subjects to ſtahd. up in de- 
fence of weir Religion aad Liberties, ( which Canterbury and 
Srrafjord had a muide to invade } agaunlt all jllegall and violent 
attempts,

attempts , though inforced with the Kings perſonall prefences 
And farther, the example of that Kingdome will not onely ge- 
INaine 25 an encouragement , cut their unbroken ſtrength will 
(it is to be feared) prove ſerviceadle to the Puritans of England, 
whoare juſtly thought ſo many and odſtinate, that without a 
Low they are not to be ſu>dued. It is therefore concluded ne- 
c:fary ty the la tors for T yranny and Popery , that Armes be 
reluned by the King, of which at leait they thought to rea» this 
alvantaze, that which (ide foever prevailed , it would be an in- 
gazement of the Kingdomes 1a warre ( which was ſoearneſtly 
prefled by $7rafford ) that fo they might be diſ-united,and made 
the more unferviceavle to each other in cafe of neceility.There- 
u>on they further perſwading the King of the poilibility of pre- 
\ailing, ( which he uſed to regard more then the nature of the 
Councell ) Armes are taken up againe. Srrafford, with his Aflt- 
ſtant Sir Toby Matthews, an Epiſcopall Extraft, are diſpatched 
for Ireland, the one dcales with the Parliament, the other with 
the Papilts, for ſupplies in this Catholique cauſe , and prevailed 
not onely in that,bur an auxiliary [trength is there raiſed of avout 
8000. men, molt of them Papitts, who might be tranſported 
tor England or Scotland, as occa'ion ſhould require. 

And Canterbury no leilz bulie at home , diſpatches his By/'s 
to the Clergy for Contributions to the preſent deſigne, and Soul- 
Hers ar2 preſſed with the advantages of Coat and condudt-mo- 
ney inthe ſeverall Counties. But the Souldiers rated in Eſſer, 
Hartfordſhire, and thereadouts , as if they had rather deene to 
{erve under a Scottiſh Covenant, then a Popiſh Command , fall 
to pulling doiwne lnages , turning the railes about the Altars, 
and affronting Paviil's, which was an untoward Omen , but yct 
diſ-heartened not the ſtout Prelates and reſt of the Iaftion from 
their enterpriſes. | 

While theſe Firebrands were finoaking u1 England” and Ire: 
land, the Scottiſh Nation, who love not Aftet-games, were not 
idle, but made good thei pearmg,their Lion was rampant,while 
the Engliſh were but paſlant , and fo not being willing to truit 
another Pacification at the Borders, march into England with 
an Army , carryiag a Peti:ion to the King , and Dectaration to 
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the Kingdome, in one hand, and Armes (the onely arguments 
then hopeful )in the other,and forced their paſlaze at Newburn, 
with the repulſe of the Engliſh, it they deſerve ſo|to be called, 
molt of them having changed their hearts for French and Spa- 
nith ; ſo were they noſſelled of Newrcaltle, and the Biſhopricke 
of Durham, and fought with their Adverſaries upon their owne 
ground and charges. 

The Succeſle of this deſigne being ill -, and theigxpence 
great and in{upportable tothe Contrivers, notwithſtanding all 
their extravagant oppreilions, they are lo jimpudent] as to trie it 
they could intitle that Nation to the maintenance and coun- 

enance of that warre, which was levied by a Fattwr, and per- 
{wade the King to call a Parltament, mtending, thropgh the ſpe- 
cious pretences of Loyaltie, and promiles of takingaway gric- 
vances,to deceive them into a contrioution to this warre, which, 
through Gods great mercy, and good providence, they avoyde1, 
though it coli them a diſtolution. 

Hereupon the Inſtruments of violence double their diligent 
injuſtice , which grew ſo intoleravle, that ſome of the Lords 
take the conhdence to petition the Kins, who being betwixt the 
Scylla of a Northerne Army, and the Charibdrs of al Southerne 
Petition, yeelded to a {econd Parliament, yet continued, and en- 
ters into a Treaty with the Scots, being out of hopes of any 0- 
ther End, ualefle it were of his men and money. 

Thus have you a briefe account of the Scottith brojles,and let 
the Reader but conſider the 9rownd thereof, ( viz. the reducing 
that Nation to a conformity with England, no in treaty of ac- 
commodation with Rome, the Inſtruments raifing and|tomenting 
it, ( anterbury and the relt of that FaRion, zealous for Popery 
and Tyranny) and the ſorwardneſſe of the Papiſts, who uſe not 
to make blinde vargaines 1n the furthering that Deſign, and give 
a free and impartiall liberty to the uſe of his owne|reafon, I 
doubt not but he will conclude with me, and for me | that this 
warre was undertaken as a hopefull meane of ſubverting the 


Proteſtant Religion, and the native Liberty of the Brittiſh Na- 
ton. 
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appointment and foile that the enterprize received by the Scot- 
nh buſinefſe , was fo farre from making them caſt away their 
confidence, that they doe but dondle their dilsgence, and call a 
Colledge of theſe Srate Phificians to recover life into this bro- 
ken buſineſle. And, that the Proverb might not be renewed, 
Dr:m conſnulttur [tome, capitnr Saguntum, the tudden reſult of 
thoſe Conncels appeares to have beene , that fome way or other 
this Parliament(going a courſe ſo contrary to theirs,and,thronzh 
the lownefle of rherr preſent State, gaining ground apace, 
though put to diſpnte every itep ) mntt be interrupted and diſ- 
appointed, nay, rather than faile, deſtroyed. 

And no wonder at this pratice agamlt the Partiament, which 
went on at that time foroundly againlt their mtereits, and cour- 
fs formerly mentioned , propounding, a further diſtance from 
Kome by a Reformation, 1n ſtead of their Reconciliation Dy Cor- 
ryptions, (triking fore at the abatement, threatning the abolttion 
of Prelacte, which they could not ſpare ; conntenancing Puri- 
tans, whom they could not endure; accufing and puniſhing 
Del:nquents, their grand Inſtruments; not ſparing Canrerbur y 
or Strafford, who were the left and right hands of the De- 
{one. | 
So that we need not looke any further tor a gronnd of all poſ- 
ſible miſchiefes to be plotted and pratifed againft the Pariia- 
ment, then its dire& oppoſition to the progeRted Deſigne of Ty- 
ranny and Popery, which had beene fo farre advanced, and was 
now like to be interrupted and broken : All the other differen- 
ces, as particularly that of Hull was but the picking a Quarrell, 
and ſeeking occation to raiſe an eArmy, under pretence of 3 
Gnard, for that purpoſe to which it is now employed. 

And it being of fo great confequenceto the diſcovery of this 
Myſtery , that we underſtand the true natwall ground of this 
warre,on the Kings part,as alſo that the Cre 1s more ealily pre- 
{cribed, when the Casſe is found out; 1 ſhall take a little paines 
to demonſtrate , that the grom4 of theſe preſent calamirics 
was not the pretended invaſion of the Kings right inthe bu!.- 
nefle of Hwll and the Militia, but arefolution to perfilt in the 
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To which purpoſe let it de knowne to the worlfl , which to

 Andif there want further proofe , it may be added, that the 
intention to bring up the Army to over-awe if not dtttroy the 
Parlameat, was long bcfore his Vajelties departure from Lov- 
don, which intention if it be not ſuiticiently proved by the De- 
Claration of the Lords and Commons of the nineteenth of May 
16-42. with the Depoſlitions and Letters annexed , which may 
polliely prevaile with the indifferent Reader ; yet the Propolt- 
£10Ns avout the ſame time male to the Scots at Newcktle, of 
Joymng with the Erglith Army againtt the Parliament, and the

don, The quitting of his Revenues and Chftomes in that King- 
dome to their publike uſe, The Kings reſidence at Yorke, for 4 
better accommodation of both N ations,or fuller revenge to Lon- 
don, ( which Sir 7h» Henderſon, who imparted that gracious 
Meſlage by vertue of Letters of full credence given him by his 
Majelty ſigned CR. can teſtifie, or if he will not,many honeſter 
men may, though the paper be regained ) may ſutficiently con- 
vince any man , who hath not dcternuned with himſclfe, Non 
perſuadebs etiamſu perſrafſeris : which 1 have made the more 
cold to adde , becauſe though the Penner of the Anſwer to the 
Petition of both Houſcs March 26.1642.defie the Devill (whom 
he knew would never take paincs to diſcover his owne plot ) to 
prove there was any {uch Detigne with his Mayellies know- 
ledge, yet hee denies not honelt men lioerty of ſpeaking the 
truth. 

And not to let this buſinefle paſſe without the jaſt honour and 
vindication of the Scottith Nation , let the world take notice, 
that they not onely refuſed this offer , but acquainted thoſe who 
were moſt entruſted with the aftaires of the Englith Parliament, 
and oftered rather ( if need were ) their beſt ailiſtance to ſecure 
the juſt and lawtfull proceedings and priviledges of Parliament, 
and ſettle both Nations in truth and peace, the emvoracing 
whereof might have provably echt, a great deale of bloud- 
ſhed both in England and Ireland,and had beene the Fore-game 
of our preſent Afrer-game. But they were then ſo farre more 
tender of - his Majeſties honour then their owne fatety, that they 
made uſe neither of the Kings offer to the Scots by declaring it, 
Nor the Scots to them by accepting its, and one ot them was fo 
farre more ambitious of his Majetties favour,then carctull of his 
owne honour, as to acquaint the King with the buſineſle : Aske 
my Lord of Dorſet who it was. 

But I haſteo from this Digrelion, and returne to that concln- 
fon, which I thinkeI may clearely make from theſe premiſes ; 
That his Majeſty before any of theſe apparent Quarrels avout 
Tumults, or the like, uſed earneſt endeavours for deltroying the 


Parliament, ſo contrary both in its conſtitution and proceedings

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to the intended ſw>verſion of Religion and Liberty , either in 


_ their perſons or priviledges. 


So that thongh theſe plots and tran{ations did not ſerve the 
Kings turn,for the intended miſchiete, yet they fterve mine very 
well in the cleare proofe of the intention of |the miſchief. 
Something might further be added out of the Irith buſinefle, to 
make this afſertion cleare , but 1 reſerve that to its owne place, 
being the Ay/tery of this Adyftery , and the Jniqu:ry of this 
iniquity. 

By what hath beene declared,it may appeare what afpeR the 
King and the Councels in which he was ingazed hai toward 
the Parliament of Eng/and. Let us proccei to examine the 
courles which were afterward taen in profecutibn of this De- 
(gn againit themgaad thoſe that tor love of Religion and Liverty 
alhcred to them;and by canidering the Waiyes,Cqunſeils,Inſtra- 
reuts, Which have ovenc uſed 11 this ſervice, we lhall oztame 
yet further Evidence, that this preſent warre,undertaken by the 
King and his party was mtendeld for the fubveriion of the prolet- 
tea Religiongand eftachithtCovernment. When therefore the Ar- 
ms raited both in England and Ireland ( not without fome re- 
Intake, as not having pectormed their intended lervice } were 
unavoidaoly to be diſ-Landed m the declining.part of the yeare 
1641. we mutt f1ppoſe a Corn/e} moittolemnly to be called at 
IWhite-b4il gout July or Auguſt, before the Kinks foing mn:0 
Scorland ( it being then very feaſonable inregard|that the iriſh 
Committee ( eſpecially foavle and ative men as Gormonſton, 
Mnskery, Plankst, Browne, ani Boarke , who were privately 
treated with) was then in Z»7land)) wherein , as may appeare 
vy the precedent and fature praftiſes, it was laid|as a ground, 
I hat this Paritameont, with the Pruritanes , their Adhercats, 
whoitood fo obltinately inthe way of this propo ded, and 1o 
fare promoted Deſigne, mult be removed , or fu> ſued. And to 
this End wayes of violence ( blood being the Whores drinke, 
Rev.17.6. and imperizm quolibet pretio conſtans benc, anaolo- 
Inte rule being cheap at any rate )- are reſolved upoh, eſpecially 
con'idering that many broken pieces of the Armi»s taiſed-agaiult 
Scotland might eafily te wadenle of agzaine, the Quealion being 
very 
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very little different. And in this Conſpiracy was that #w0»ftrom; 
Kebellion in Ireland ( to uſe the words in the Kings anfiverto 
the Petition of the Iriſh Commanders , dated at Oxford De- 
cember 1. 1642. for we cannot with better words , though we 
expect better decds ) praiſed by thole mercileſſe and 1do/atrow 
Rebels, more then probably contrived. Let us itand behind the 
curtaine, fome policie may be learnt, and honeſty toogty way of 
deltance. 

Afterthe Propoſition of the deſtroying this Parliament,in caſe 

i: could not be reduced to the ſervice of this Catholique Ne- 
ſgne, ( which was almoſt palt hope, fecing no more royall in- 
clinations 1n them, after ſo many Acts of Crac? , belides pertou- 
rall honours , and offers made to tome, accepted by others ) 
which was reſolved doubtleſfie, nemne contradicente, The next 
confultation mult naturally and necettarily be of the manner, 
which muſt hikewiſe be Contafion and Bloud ; Sceleribas non 
m/ per ſceleratatumeſt ver, 

But nothing is to be done ra(hly , the Cauſe being as full of 
hazard as importance ; lettheretore the State of the Kingdome 
of EnglanJ, and the nejzghbour Kingdomes and States, in refe» 
rence tothis Cauſe, be duly conſidered. 

The condition of England may be thus repreſented , for the 
body of it : It conſifts of Papiſts, Proteſtants, viz. the King, 
Prelates, Courtiers, and Cavaliers, rhe difiolute Gentry, the fu- 
perſtitions Clergy,the profane and ignorant people,the onlyPro- 
teſtaarts now accounted of , ali the 1eft are but Anabaptifts and 
Browniſts/; an4 a third party of Puritanes, that 15,Lovers of the 
Yrotdlant Relicion , with the defire of Reformation, friendsto 
the Parliament , and native Liberty of the Sabjedt. This latter 

part though very ſtrong, yer may be tuppoled well ballanced'by 

the other two, whonrthey without a mnitaze, asnow appeares, 
preſumed might be made one, upon the Coincidencie of Popery, 

Holme power, Prelacie , indifterencie 1n Religion , and pro- 

fancneſſe ; eſpecially with the. advantages of their oppoiition to 

Piritaniſme and Reformation and the manifold pretences that 

might be-continually made againſt the Parliament. And WheTe- 

as it mizht be 05je&edthar the Parliament -now —— 
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Iuble by a tate at, would be a very great impediment, in regar4 
of its power and eſtimation with the people, elpecially now 
after their preſſures ſuſtained for want of Parliaments. 

This was put off with the projects of defaming|and difgrace- 
ing it, withdrawing ſoine of the Memvers, corrupting others, 
and bringing the Kingdome into that condition that the Parlia- 
ment ſhall bee conſtrained to dilingage the people by requi- 
ring Contrivution,rather then inzaze them by preſent freedome 
and reformation. England thus repreſented is no |great diſcou- 
razement to the worke. 

But what ſhall be done with Scotland ?-a people full of fore- 
ſight and reſolution ; their late carriage toward this very bui- 
nefle, hath given abundant teſtimony, T hat they upon the ſtate- 


ing of the Quarrell by the Parliament, for Rc/igion and Liberty 
Oy be drawa into their ailiftance. «+ 
The fourſe lince taken, ſeeines grounded upon ſichiCouncell 


as this; The King is to goe into Scotland, and (o to palle by the 
Armies, the Commanders of which may occafionally be falu- 
ted, and there he may upon the place be adviſed, |to what may 
be beſt for his ends, 1f by fair ofters and pretences they can be 
deluded, let th:m not be ſpared, that they may be either ingaged 
by kindneſle, or upbraided with nakindnefle. If they bee found 
peremptory, ſince there is an advantage of the Kings preſence, 
and fo many reſolved | Cavaliers to attend him (| as there di1 
both Popilth and others) let ſome of the Heads pf the fation 
be taken oft, as e£rgy/e tor one, and Hami/ron likewitle (who 
by playing booty on both ſides that he might be ſyre to ſave his 
Rake had like to have lolt all) which was accorlingly attemp- 
ted by Crawforas Deligne, but throngh Gods providence pre- 
vented, by making a difterence betwixt the Contriyers, and (tir- 
ring up, a more noble reſolution in one of the Commanders 
(though/fince unworthy enough ) who thought and ſaid, it was 
the worke of Batchers and not $:#/dicrs,that was propounded. 
But let the worlt be ſuppoſed and provided for, As Scotland is 
for the molt part Pariranicall, fo is Ircland Popi/ſh. And the 
Ir1jh! Papiſts may firſt fuppreſſe the Proteitants among them- 
ielves, and fo not onely occalion the Exhaultion of England and 
| the 
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the diſtration of the Parliament there, by a warre, but alſo be 
ſerviceable upon the perfection of their worke, or an allowed 
Ceſſation from it, to ſtrengthen the Kings party in England , or. 
annoy Scotland, to the prevention of their Aſſiſtance;very good, 
or at lealt very true. 

But what may be expced of Holland? from the people lit- 
tle hinderance, being drowned in their owne interelt of gain : 
ere we all Spaniards, we/ could have ſupplies from thence for 
our money, and from the Vrince of Orange (who hath well 
gained, not onely by that State,vut upon it)all poilible alliſtance 
by reaſon of the contrat of marriage with England, and the 
poſſibility there may be of requiting him in the fame kind, when 
our worke is done. Which (vy the way) when the Ngrherlan- 
ders are awake, they ſhall do well to conſider of, and reflet up- 
on the Be/gichblood,and Engliſh treaſure expenied in the free- 
1n2 them f.om that bondage, to which ty connivence at ſup» 
plics againſt the Parliament they are haltening again. As for 
Dci.marke the caſe is cleare, the Obligation of Conſanguinity, 
the interctt of Royaltic will ingage that Prince, and to put it ut- 
tcrly out of doubt,the incquragement given by Letters under his 
owne hand, is azoundantly ſuihcient. 

As for France and Spain, Popery and Monarchy, ( or rather 
Tiranny) will bring in them, (notwithſtanding, their great and 
important differences) as Pr/ate and Herod, to joyne in cruciti- 
ivg Chriſt ; The greateſt doubt may feem of France, Spain ha- 
ving a tirmer interelt jn the Papilts of /rc/andand England, but 
con{idering it is for the Catholique Cauſe, And that if the pro- 
ceedings of the true Proteſtants of England and Scorland prof- 
per : 1t may be aa1ll preſident to the Proteſtants of France, to 
{trive to regain, what the other ſtrive to keep : no doudt he will 
calt a favourable eye upon this buſineſle, as now appeares by 
ſending his Agent into Scorland, to hinder the Union of the two 
Nations. 

Things being thus digeſted ( as in all reaſon they might and 
were) no wondet though the King upon his return fram S$cor- 
{ard,and the Revellion-begunne in 1reland,altered his language 


and cariijage to the Parliament, and ſought nothing more then 
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gccaſons of bezinhing the Quarrell, #8 by the illegall |accuſari- 
on of their members, Going to the houſe of Commons to de. 
mand them fo attended: upon whole inftigation,and with what 
tention, appeares by the Queenes Carriage at his|frnltrate 
returne, as allo oy the contellions of divers of that elperate 
Guard. Theſe violent affaſſinating courles attempted |in Eng- 
land and Scotland, prattifed in Irclandgthough they ard not cer- 
tain Evidences, are uſuall ſignes of a Popith Detigne, and ]eta- 
iticall Councells, 

Atrer this attempt, (not through pretended feare, ( for his 
Majeſty adventured into the City the next day, withla finall 
Guard ) but through indignation at the diſappointed mjl{chicte, 
41d, (as the Lore Digbee faith) to keepe the Cavalejrs from 
trainpling and reproach, ) the Kingremoves froin Londpn, cm 
tot /equela, except ſome who were left to bee Agenty 1n City 
an4 Parliament for this great ſervice, whom wee could| as well 
have ſpared. 

Aninow the plot of raiſing an Army, lonz before contrived, 


| being ready for the birth, 7ano Lucina fer opem, Let the|Queen 
find2 4 pretence to goe mto Holland, ( ta'ting with |her the. 


Crowne Jewells, which were paywnel or fold, not to gain, but 
loſe the Vearle of price) with the more freedome to negotiate 
forrcign ſupplies of Money, Armes, Ammunition, and| Com- 
manders, whither likewiſe ſome other oficious perfons,|as fer- 
Princ, Digby, &C. were before, by his Mayeftics warrant di- 
ſpatched, and to ſpexke without Pattery, ſhe did fpeciall ſervice, 
for which uo donut the ſhall have her Indulgences and Fardons 
free, as ſhe hath occafion to ne them. 

In the mean while the King is Zomg on pilgrimage in Devo- 
tion to this Romith Caufe, and thongh continaally petitioned 
for rcturne, and ontefted by Bleeding 1Tretard, mates little 1tay 
till he comes to Y-7k%, where after theConrting of that Countrie, 
and his many Proteltations, (taking the Lords alfo 1n for fecurt- 
ty, 7#e 15. 1642 whoſe honours were pawned for his Maje- 
lies mtentions wherevy it was thought the people were better 
prepare then mdeed they were) he goes to Hx#, an{appn Sir 
7 obn Hothams refafall takes occafion to raite a Gard tor his 
erfon 
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rſon in a place, whoſe Loyalty was {o much magnified, which 

y the helpe of the Commitlion of Array, and forreiga ſupplies; 
hath ingendred a plentifull ide of three or foure Armijes. 

But what is a!l this to the ſubverſion of the Proteſtant Religi- 
on, it there had been any ſuch intention in the raiſing the Army, 
the Papiſts whole {peciall intereſt it was, ſhould have becn ta- 
ken 1, who are ty a Proclamation dated at Tork, Anguit 10. 
1 642. forbidden, not onely the Court, (a place ſo unfit for them, 
the Queen teing now avſent) but any Oriice or ſervice in the 
Kings Army ; and as if his Vajeſly were fo farre from expeQing 
their «1ſt ance, that he feared their vengeance, in his initruftions 
to the Commulioners of Array, Augult 29. 1542. dated at Not- 
tinobam, Charge is given that Recutants be difarmed. 

1his cannot be d-»zcd, but it may-be coutraditied,as it was by 
his Vaycetty, 1m an antwer' to the Petition of the Reculants of 
Lincaſhirc, aated at Chefter, September the 27. 1642. where 
they are not onely atlowed, but (according to the knowne Law 
of the I and required to provide futtcient armes,for-themiclves, 
their fervants, and tennants. * 

And whereas it may be faid,the caſe was difterent inAugult and 
September, 1ts yeelded, his Majelties { a/e was ditterent, thouh 
his Cax/ec the ſame. To have received them before others were 
ingaged, had been to diſingage the Proteſtants and interrupt 
the worke in its tender beginnings. And therefore it mult be fo 
timed, that as many Proteſtants as could bee deluded with pre- 
tences, might be drawne mn and ingaged, beyond a -retreat, be- 
tore the aſſittance of the Papiſts was required. : 

Thus have you an account ofthoſe grounds, for Which thoſe 
Counſells, Contrivaiices, and diſguiſes, &y which the maine Ai- 
my countenanced by the Kings favour and prefence, was railed 

againtt the Parliament. 

I have no mindeto trace it over-ſhooes, throngh that inno- 
cent blood which hath been) ſpilt by it, neither 16 it to my pre» 
{cnt purpoſe to doe it. The indeavours to the ſame end 1 the. 
Nyrtih, by the Earle of Newcaſtle, in Wales, and Cornewalt Ly 
the Margn. of Her iford, and Sr Ralph Hopton ; (Thele latter 
grounded rather-as.1 {uppole upon the Pruaciples of os 

then 
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then Popery) I purpoſely omit : onely let me take notice, that 
this worke of darkneſiſe hath made the darke corners of the land 
its refuge, and received mott afliſtance fiom places molt void 
of the knowledge of God, which we are in a high degree to 11- 
pute to the more then barbarous cruelty cf the Prelats,jnot onely 
not providing, but preventiag their ſupplies, and diſcouraging 
the Liberality and Piety of thoſe who in-4eavoured the propaga- 
tion of the Goſpel], by diſappointing the intention of buying in 
Impropriations, and diſcountenancing Lectures. 

Thete Armics thus raiſed, and made up by Papiſts, Prelats, 
Courtiers, ſuperſtitious Clergic men, diltolute Gentry, and a 
Herd of prophane ignorant people, what by treating and hght- 
13, by falſe ti jends and bitter enemies (through the jult hand of 
Cod upon this Nation, for their idolatry, and backiliding,bloud- 
ſhed and oppreſſion, and nndervaluing the precious Goſpel] cf 
Jeſus Chritt) have turned this Kingdome into a Field of blow, 
and of the eiteem and envie of other Nations, have made it the 
pitty of our few friends, and the reproach of our aqver- 
faries. 

But why ſhould all this Calamity be rediiced to lis Majeſtics 
Counſclls and Courſes, hath not he oftered Treaties of|peace, as 
2t Nottingham, an1 entertained themgas at O-xferd. 

I know there are many that afHi& themſelves with the neg- 
le& of the ofter from Notringham, ſent from the deſolate Stan- 
dard, and looke upon it asthe lofle of a happy opportunitie.l de- 
ny not but hisMajeſty,in that condition,not out'of lovelto peace, 
(an aftetion that could not well conſiſt with thoſe |inceſlant 
endeavours to leavie warre) but feare leſt he might loſe that 
power he ſtrived to increaſe,might be for ſometime reall in that 
motion, tut his inclinations to it were nut fo ſtrong as to revoke 
his Proclamation, (which meaſure not onely the Scots foung, 
but the Irith Revells likewiſe, now by authority deriyed from 
his. Majeſty, called Catholique Subjects) or to reſiſt (as the re- 
polt is) the fuggeſtions of the Earle of Briſtoll, who deſired him 
to remember his promiſe to the Queene, and therefore not like 
to have been fo conſtant, as to have produced a ſettled peace. 

As for the other Treatics oftered and entertained,as they were 
ith 
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intended ſo they proved, accommodations for war, rather then 
peaceas that Overture before the Brainford buſineſle : And ag 
for that treaty at Oxford, If the King had entertained the ſame 
diſpoſition towards his Parliament in England, as he hath ſince 
expreſled towards his late Rebells in Ireland, hee would not 
have been fo ſcrupulous in all the paſſages of it, and ſo indulgent 
to the almoſt ſtarved Rebels,by the manifold advantages of that 
Celfation, afterward to be examined. | 

It is true, there have been divers Overtures ſince the moſt of 
them private, but we have loit by every bargain ; among the reſt 
the Queen was appointed and uted as a moſt hopefull inſtru- 
ment of quenching the fiames ſhe had fo diligently kindled and 
blowne, and as I ain too truely informed, favour offered to her 
tation by thoſe who (though all this was come npon us) o#ghe 
not to have ſtretched out their hands to a ſtrange God, ſhall nos 
God ſearch this out ? But what peace ſo long as, &c. 

There were poſlibly fome Lords and Gentlemen(in other re- 

ſpets) of worth, as Herrford, Southhampton, Falkland, and 
| fon others, who finding things contrary to their expeRtation, 
and being wearied with the tediouineſle of this unnaturall war, 
that had and have reall inclinations to peace:>ut what doth this 
avail us, when his Majelty is wholly ſwayed by thoſe Counfels 
which are as averſe to peace, 4s to the Proteſtant Religion, and 
the Liberties of the Kingdome, ſo that there is little hope that 
the Arines taken up by the King ſhould be willingly laid down, 

t Il the ends for which they were raiſed, the ſubduing the Parlt- 
ament and Puritans, the ſubverſion of Religion and Liberty 
(which God prevent) be accompliſhed. 

But I am not ignorant of the prejudice and unbeliefe that all 
which hath been or can be faid in this buſinefle is like to mecte 
with, ſo averſe are men from looking upon this as a Quarrell of 
Religion, and from laying it to heart accordingly. I ſhall there- 
fore take the boldneſle to produce yet ſome further Evidence, 
whereby it may appeare that the Intereſts of the King and Pa- 
piſts, as in all parts, ſo particularly in reland, are deepely and 
defperately involved, 


Firſt in generall, the Papiſts{ who do not uſe to reckon with- 
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out their Hoſt) in all places interpret the Cauſe of the King a- 
gainlt the Parliament to be their owne, anddeclareit not onely. 
1n words, but in their pertonall aililtance, and plgntitull Con- 
tridutions,as appeares by the notice given to the Vapitts in Flan- 
ders,ot the acceptavle ſervice they thould doe to the Catholique 
Cauſe,by ſen{ing money for the maintenance ofthe Army a- 
gainlt the Parliameat, witneſſed upon Oath. And| though our 
{elves who are molt nearely concerned are fo hard of beliefe in 
this Caſe, yet the neighbour Proteltants as of Zealand and Scot- 
laid, do lo tate it, as appeares by the Letter of {olicitation for z 
ſcaſona>le ingagement 1n the behalfe of the En2lith| Proteſtants, 
from Zealand to the Generall Aſlzmvly of Sror land, and by the 
Remonttrance of the Aſſemvoly of Scerl/and, to th:|Convention 
of Eſtates there, and their anſwer thercunto, dated June 27. Ju- 
ly 4.1643. 
But the fulleſt and ſaddeſt Evidence in this buſineſle is to bee 

drawn from the due examination, and con(11eration of. the Re- 
bell.on in /re/and,(for fo it was once called) whercin there have 
periſhed neare two hundred thouſand foules, . by the hands of 
thole wicked and deteltadle Revells (as they are called by his 

lajelty in his Declaration of Aprill the 8. 16432.) ſo odious to 
God and all good men, with wbom if his Majetties Counſells 
prove confeiderate, I think it will be ſuthcient to convince our 
moderate men, and awake.them out of that Neutrality, which 
's as unprofitable as it is deteltavle, ſince it. neither procures 
friends, nor reconciles enemies 

That the ground of that Rebellion wasthe advancement of 

the Catholicue Cauſe, is profcfledly declared by the Atts of the 
Generall Aﬀemaly of Revells at K:{kerny, held 1642. which 
Acts wcre printed at London, Match the. ſixth 1643. in thelc 
words. 

FO R the e«xaltation therefore of the Holy Roman ( atholique 
( hurch, for the advancement of his Majeſties ſervice, and for 
the preſervation of the Lives, Eſtates and Liberties of his Ma- 
Jeſties true Subjetts of this K ingdom:, arainſt the snjuſt ice, mur- 
thers, maſſacres, rapes, depredations,yobberieshurnt pgs, frequent 
breaches of Publique Faith and quarter, and d:ſtruttion 3x 
: | atte 
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.afedand perpetrated upon his Majefties ſaid Subjeits, and ad- 
viſed, contrived, and, dayly executed b 7 the mali grant partys 
ſome of them managing the Governement and affaires of. Eftate 
in Dublin, and ſome other parts of this Kingdome to hus High- 
neſſe great diſſervice, and complying with their Confederates, 
the malignant party in England, and elſewhere, who a4 it 5 
knowne to all the world, complot and praitiſe to Aiſhonour ana de 
ſtroy hu Majeſtic, his Royall Conſort, their Chilaren, and Mo- 
narchicall Governement Which 12 of moſt danger ous Conſequence, 
to all the Monarchies and Princes of Chriffendome. The (aid 
Aſſembly doth o' der and eſtabliſh a ( oancell by the name of a [w- 
preame (ouncell, of the confederate Catholiques of Ireland,

You ſee how neare the Exaltation of the holy Romane Catho- 
lizue Church, and the advancement of hiz Majeſties ſervice, 
[tand together, and who are accounted his Vajelties true Sub- 
J:Ms, who Malignants. Bat all this is eaſily blaſted with the 
Contideration that they are the Expreilions of Revells, pretend- 
ing his Majelties name and ſervice for their advantage, No, un- 
der favour, they are the expreſſions of his Romane (atholique 
Syubjctts foſtiled inthe late {*ſſariov,concluded in his Majelties 
name, and by kis Majeſties authority, September 15. 1643. and 
ranked equally with other his Majeſties good Subjects, and 
therefore no reaſon to diſcountenance this Evidence, nor yet 
thoſe of the like nature hereafter to be produced. However it 
adoundantly ſhewes the end for which-it was mentioned, the 
proving that Rebellion to be 4 Quarrell of Religion. 

Let us now trie what Evidence may be brought forth to prove 
that the Papiſts in /re/ard, and the Armies in England, cngaged 
avainſt the Parliament are doing the ſame work, and that there 
is a line of Communication betwaxt their Counſells.

Cominiilton under the great Seate of Scor/and, bearing date at 
Edinburgh the tirlt day of this in!taut Oftober 1641.| and alto 
by Lettzrs under h1sfigne manuall , bearing date with| the faid 
Commiilion, of divers great and heinous aftronts that|the Eng- 
lith Proteitants, cfpecially the Parliament there, have 
agaun't his Royall Prerogative , and alſo againft our Catholique 
Friends within the Kingdome of E nelayg. : The Copy of which

What end ſuch 
fraud could have upon the Proteltants, wileſle alittle to amaze 
them at firſt,and then exaſperate them,l cannot conceive. How- 
ever it is, be aſſured that Ozeale and Mac-Carty beare fo high 
upon this Commiſſion, that they have oftered Major Monro,
